WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—(7)— 
The Reconstruction Corporation today 
moved to prevent publication of its 
loans by filing a protest with South

reports to congress, 

The protest accompanied the Au- 
gust report which was submitted to 
It took the form of 
a letter from Atlee Pomerene, chair- 
man of the board, and a brief signed 


by Morton G. Bogue, general counsel | 


of the corporation. 

Trimble declined to make the com- 
munications and the corporation’s re- 
port publie pending advice of counsel. 
He said, however, he hoped to reach 
a decision tomorrow. 

Under the publicity provision in the 
Garner-Wagner relief act, the corpora- 
to file monthly re- 
ports of its activities with the presi- 


ident and both branches of congress. 


When congress is in recess the reports 
are filed with the secretary of the 
senate and the house clerk. 

On August 17 Trimble ruled it was 
the intent of congress the reports 


should be made available for public 


inspection. 

The Reconstruction Corporation 
and the administration opposed the 
inclusion of thé provision in the re- 
lief act before its passage, but con- 
sented after various senators assert- 
ei in debate that the language of 
provision would not authorize 
publication. Acceptance of this view 
was made known at the White House. 

Trimble, however, in making public 
the first report snbmitted under the 
relief act, covering the last 10 days 
of July, handed down a brief in which 
he said he had no discretion other 
than to make the reports public. 

Trimble referred to debate on the 
provision, which was sponsored by 
Speaker Garner and the democratic 
leaders in the house, as the basis for 
determining the intent of congress. 

Questioned as to whether the cor- 
poration’s brief might result in an 
overthrowing of his recent decision, 
Trimble said: 

“I don’t know. I won't know un- 
til I have seen and studied the argu- 
ment.”

Ousted Official Admits 
Removal of Certificates 


' From Portfolio of Mid- 


dle West Securities. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 29.—(/)—Mar- 
shall E. Sampsell, ousted president of 
the Illinois Public Service Company, 
has revealed to State’s Attorney John 
A. Swanson a second withdrawal of 
stock from the portfolio of the Mid- 
dle West Utilities Company, the In- 
sull holding company, now in receiver- 
ship. 

The second withdrawal, like the 
first, was made, he said, to enable 
him to meet the demands of bankers 
for additional collateral. The with- 
drawal consisted of 9,000 shares of 
stock of another subsidiary, the’ Cen- 
tral and Southwest Public Service 
Company, which had a market value 
then of approximately $90,000. 

It was the discovery of the first 
withdrawal, which consisted of shares 
of preferred stock of his own com- 
pany with a value of $400,000. that 
caused Middle West receivers to ob- 
tain his resignation as president of 


& Power Company. 

Sampsell was questioned yesterday 
by State’s Attorney Swanson. He was 
the first of several former  Insull 
officials the state's attorney plans to 
question regarding a number of trans- 
actions. 

Unable to meet the banks’ demands, 
Sampsell said he went to Martin In- 
sull, then president of the Middle 


West. It was agreed, he said, that 
if he were to dump 40,000 shares of 
Middle West on the market at the 
time it likely would demoralize the 
price of all Insull securities. 

Martin Insull then took, Swanson 
said Sampsell told him, 9,000 shares 
of stock in the Central and South- 
west Public Service Company from 
the Midwest portfolio and permitted 
Sampsel] to pledge it to the banks.

Acadian Ruler Buried

Son of Pioneer Merchant 
of Atlanta Dies at Resi-

Robert M. Ormond, 73, of 388 Cap- 
itol avenue, 8. E., member of an old 
Atlanta family and of the Pioneer 
School Bors’ Club, died Thursday 
morning at his home after an illness 
of two weeks. 

Mr. Ormond’s father, James Or- 
mond, was one of Atlanta’s pioneer 
merchants and was the man for whom 
Ormond street was named. The fa- 
ther was a member of McNaught, Or- 
mond & Company, hardware’ mer- 
chants. His large estate on the south 
side of the city, known as Ormond’s 
Grove, was a great resort for Atlan- 
a in an era of hoopskirts and crino- 
ine. 

James Ormond did a great deal of 
valuable work for the Confederacy 
during the War Between the States, 
and was one of the outstanding citi- 
zens of his day, and one of the large 
landowners of the city. Robert Or- 
mond’s mother was Mrs. Elizabeth 
Chaires Ormond. 

Mr. Ormond was Atlanta manager 
of the Spool Cotton Company for 21 
years, and was an accountant for Ja- 
cobs’ Pharmacy for 16 years. He re- 
tired two years ago because of his 
health, but was active about his home 
up to two weeks ago. 

Mr. Ormond married Miss Annie 
Will Mitchell, of Eufaula, Ala., 35 
vears ago in Enfaula. They moved 
into their Capitol avenue home more 
than 30 years ago. Mr. Ormond, a 
quiet type of man, spent mots of his 
time at his home with Mrs. Ormond, 
except for many pleasant hours with 
his fellow members of the Pioneer 
School Boys’ Club, an organization in 
which he took a great deal of inter- 
est. 

In addition to his wife, Mr. Ormond 
is survived by four nieces, Mrs. Hin- 
ton J. Hopkins, Mrs. St. Elmo Mas- 
sengale and Mrs. Gordon Mitchell, 
of Atlanta, and Mrs. James Campbell, 
of London, England, and two nephews, 
Milton Smith. of Greenville, S. C., 
and Ormond Smith. of Atlanta.

Fred Patterson, head of H. M. Pat- 
terson & Son, proprietors of Spring 
Hill, the funeral establishment at 
1020 Spring street. 

“The necessity for an educational 
campaign regarding modern mortuary 
methods has been made plain in many 
instances by public misunderstanding 


of the duties of a modern funeral di-’

It is believed that the Patterson 
educational campaign will have an 
important influence upon members of 
the profession throughout the south, 
since the need of clearing up public 
misunderstanding on the subject of 
funeral procedure has been widely dis- 
cussed among morticians for several 
years past. 

The history of the Patterson 
mortuary dates from September 2. 
1881, when H. M. Patterson, founder 
of the estaklishment and father of 
Fred Patterson, arrived in Atlanta 
andgentered the employ of George R. 
Boaz, funeral director, located at 20 
Lloyd street. The following year he 
purchased the business of Mr. Boaz 
and continued at the same location 
until May, 1896, when the entire 
block was destroyed by fire. 

Regarded as a farsighted business- 
man, Mr. Patterson proved his sa- 
gacity. by meving his business, shortly 
after the fire, to 32 Peachtree street 
because his judgment told him that 
Atlanta was moving in that direction. 
Here stood the old Norcross buildjng 
at the corner of Decatur and Pe&ch- 
tree streets, while the memorable old 
artesian well still occupied the cen- 
ter. of Five Points. 

Expansion of Firm. 

With the growth of the city and the 
construction of the Fourth National 
bank building the Five Points district 
became too congested for mortuary 
purposes. Meanwhile property values 
had soared. Again keeping his eyes 
on the Atlanta of the future, Mr. Pat- 
terson erected a building near the cor- 
ner of Carnegie way, which was then 
known as Church street, and North 
Forsyth street at this time, and 
friends protested to Mr. Patterson 
that he was moving too far out of 
the city. 

However, in 1904 the building was 
completed at this location, a move 
which has been more than justified 
since by the city’s growth northward. 
The Piedmont hotel, Ansley hotel, 
Healey building, the postoffice build- 
ing and other important structures 
came to this section. In 1905 Mr. 
Patterson took into partnership his 
son, Fred, who had literally grown up 
in his father’s profession and who 
has continued to show the same zeal 
and devotion to the ideals of com- 
munity service, 

In 1923 H. M. Patterson passed 
away, after being prominently iden- 
tified for 42 years in civic improve- 
ments and church as well as fraternal 
activities. 

With Atlanta’s continued growth 
to a population of 350,000 people, the 
downtown district became more and 
more congested, with the automobile 
creating a parking problem which is 
particularly acute in connection with 
funeral services. Fred Patterson de- 
cided to construct a new mortuary 
which would fulfill every purpose of 
accessibility and spaciousness. The 
present Spring Hill establishment re- 
sulted, a memorial to the late H. M. 
Patterson and an institution made 
possible to the people of Atlanta by 
the founder's wisdom in real estate 
investments.

U.S. AID NOT DESIGNED 
10 SUPPLANT BANKS 


Ballantine Says Measures 
Were Not To Constrain 
Institutions. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—(4)— 
Emergency relief steps of the gov- 
ernment were described today by Ar- 
thur A. Ballantine, undersecretary of 
the treasury, as “designed to supple- 
ment our financial institutions, not 


to constrain or supplant them.” 
Addressing the annual convention 

of the Morris Plan Bankers’ Associa- 

tion, Ballantine added that the relief 


measures involying public credit put 
the government into business “in a 
limited sense,” but that “no agency 
other than the federal government 
could render the powerful help need- 
ed in this time.” . | 

Ballantine reviewed the various 


measures enacted to aid economic re- 
covery, including the Reconstruction 
Corporation, the tax bill and the 
Glass-Steagall act. He continued: 

“The success of that effort is be- 
ing reflected today in increased bank 
reserves, larger bank deposits, the re- 
turn of gold and currency, increased 
prices of commodities and securities, 
and beginning in certain lines an up- 
turn of employment and business ac- 
tivity.” 

As for economy in federal expendi- 
tures, he said “the fight is by no 
means over, for while we are encour- 
aged by the substantial gains made, 
we are far short of the ultimate ob- 
jective.” He termed the fight against 
cash payment of the soldiers’ bonus 
“vital” to sound finance.

First, the comparative analyses as 
credit to Wahl seem fair enough. 

As the tables are given in the let- 
ter which has been sent to many 
editors, the aleohol is entered as 
“equivalent to butter fats in food 
value.” In a personal communication 
the author of the letters writes me 
that it happened he was a student 
under Professor Atwater of the chem- 
istry department of Wesleyan Uni- 
versity in 1900-1901, while the famous 
experiments with the calorimeter were 
being conducted, so he purports to 
have first-hand information as to the 
nature and findings of those experi- 
ments, 

Nothwithstanding that, a gram of 
fat on combustion or oxidation in the 
body yields 9.4 calories, whereas a 
gram of alcohol yields only 7.2 cal- 
ories, 

Even if all the alcohol in a pint 
of beer could be oxidized and utilized 
as a food or a fuel, a source of en- 
ergy or heat in the body, it would 
yield scarcely 130 calories, whereas 
all the fat in a pint of milk, which 
is readily oxidized and utilized by the 
body, yields more than 180 calories. 


The sugar or carbohydrate content 
of milk and beer may be regarded as 
practically the same, but the protein 
content of beer is negligible while the 
protein of milk is one of the most 
substantial and complete building ma- 
terials in the human dietary. 


Ordinary run of the market milk at 
5 cents a quart (as it has recently 
cost) or at 25 cents a quart (as the 
finest grade, certified milk, and in 
some communities goat’s milk costs). 
is far cheaper and better food than 
the best beer ever brewed, even if the 
beer could be had for the same price 
as milk. 

The truth is that the human 
metabolism can oxidize and utilize as 
food or fuel or a tissue sparer or a 
sourse of heat or energy, only a lim- 
ited quantity of alcohol. Experi- 
ments under scientific control indicate 
that the maximum an _ adult can 
utilize is something less than 4 ¢. ¢. 
(small teaspoonful) of alcohol in an 
hour. If more than that maximum 
is taken, the excess is excreted un- 
burned, mainly through the lungs, and 
it ig readily detected on the subject’s 
bredth. Indeed, when the odor of al- 
cohol is on the breath it is proof 
that more than been taken than the 
body can utilize. Such excess may not 
be regarded as intoxication by the 
laity or by the law, but scientifically 
we must so regard it, since alcohol is 
a narcotic depressant in its action on 
the body. 

1 still deride the intimation that 
beer compares favorably with milk in 
food value, and I need not brand this

DESPITE HARDER WORK. 

I cannot avoid a word concern- 
ing what this plight of agriculture 
means to you all. It means that 
product of your labor brings half 
of what it brought before the war. 
It means that no matter how hard 
you work and how long and how 
carefully you save. and how much 
efficiency you apply to your. busi- 
ness, you face a steadily diminishing 
return. As a farm leader said to 
me, you have been caught like a 
man in a deep pit, helpless in the 
grip of forces beyond your control. 
It has meant, my friends, that in 
spite of the maxims that we. have 
learned when we were in school that 
we ought to work and save, and be 
prudent and temperate—in spite of 
all of the rest- of the homely virtues. 
the return of these virtues has belied 
the hopes and the promises on which 
we were raised, 

This is one of the tragic conse- 
quences of this depression. The 
things we were taught have not come 
true. We were taught to save, and 
in many parts of this country, the 
savings of prudent people have been 
dissipated by careless and conscience- 
less financial manipulation, 


WE’RE TAUGHT TO WORK 
BUT DENIED OPPORTUNITY. 
We were taught to work and we 
have been denied the opportunity to 
work, We were taught to increase 
the products of our labor and we 


have found that while the products | 


increased the return has decreased. 
We were taught to bring forth the 
fruits of the earth, and we have 
found that the fruits of the earth 
have found no market. 

The resuits of our labor have 
been lost in the smash of an eco- 
nomic system unable to fulfill its 
purposes. 

It is a moral as well as an eco- 
nomic question which we _ face. 
Moral because we want to re-estab- 
‘lish the standards that in times past 
were our goal. We want the op- 
portunity to live in comfort, reason- 
able comfort, so that we may build 
out of this comfort, spiritual values. 
The consequences of poverty bring a 
loss of spiritual and moral values. 
And even more important is the loss 
of the opportunity that we had hoped 
to give to the younger generation. 
We want our children to have a 
chance for an education, for the 
sound development of American 
standards to be applied in their daily 
lives at play and work. ‘These op- 
portunities can come: only if the 
condition of agriculture is made more 
prosperous. 

This high purpose cannot be met 
by cynical disregard of plain neces- 
sity. It cannot be met by the appeal 
that Washington has made so often 
to so-called immutable and un 
changeable economic laws. As 
have said, men and women and chil- 
dren may starve while we wait. It 
cannot come through saying’ that 
nothing but the slow growth of pros- 
perity will ‘mprove the -ondition of 
the farmer because by the very re- 
turn of that prosperity depends 
upon the condition of the farmer. 
FARMERS ARE ATTACKED 
FROM TWO SIDES AT ONCE. 

The farmer—and when |] speak of 
the farmer I mean not only those 
who live in the corn belt, but also 
those in the east or the northwest 
who are in the dairy business and 
those in the south who are raising 
cotton and those on the plains who 
are raising cattle and sheep = and 
those in the many sections of the 
country who are raising fruits of all 
kinds—the farmer in the broad sense

This points, therefore, to the ne- 
cessity for attention to local govern- 
ment. As a broad proposition you 
and I know we are not using our 
present agencies of local government 
with real economy and efficiency. 
That means we must require our 
public servants to give a fuller 
measure of service for what they 
are paid. That means we must 
eliminate useless office holders. That 
means every public official, and 
every employe of local governments, 
must determine that they owe it to 
the country to co-operate in the 
great purpose of saving the taxpay- 
ers’ money. 


But it means more than this, my 
friends. 1 am going to speak very! 
frankly to you. ‘There are offices | 
provided for in the constitution and | 
laws of some of the states that have) 
an honorable history, but are no 
longer necessary for the conduct of | 
government. We have too many tax- | 
ing districts. The taxpayers literal- | 
ly. groan under layer upon layer of | 
tax units. Relief can come only 
through resolute courageous cutting. | 

It means still more than this. In| 
many states we must, through the) 
legislature nnd even through consti- 
tutiona: changes, reorganize our local | 
government for the purpose of elim- | 
inating unnecessary machinery and 
unnecessary positions, and for the 
purpose of consolidating functions, 
and concentrating responsibility in 
fewer hands. 

Some of you will ask why I. a 
candidate for president of the United 
states, am talking to you~ about 
changes in local government. It } 
perfectly clear that the president has | 
no legal or constitutional centrol | 
over the local government under | 
which you live. The president has, | 
nevertheless, the right and even the 
duty of taking a moral leadership in 
this national task—it is a national 
problem because in its scope it cov- 
ers every state, and any problem) 
that is national in this broader sense | 
creates a national moral responsi- 
bitity in the president himself. | 
RESPONSIBILITY 


is | 


I conceive the presidency not mere- 
ly as an agency in which routine 
executive powers are exercised, but 
as a position of leadership in which 
may be wielded an influence for the 
good of our American sys- 
tem of government. No other of- 
ficial, except the vice president, is 
elected by all the people of the coun- 
try. No other official owes such a 
direct responsibility to all the people 
of the country. He is the respon- 
sible spokesman of the nation’s poli- 
cies and the nation’s ideals. 

I shall use this position of high | 
responsibility to discuss up and down | 
the country, in all seasons, at all 
times, the duty of reducing taxes, of 
increasing the efficiency of govern- 
ment, of cutting out the underbrush 
around our governmental structure, of 
getting the most public service for 
every dollar paid by ‘taxation. This 
I pledge you, and nothing I have said 
in the campaign transcends in impor- 
tance this covenant with the taxpay- 
ers of this country. 

It is true that less than 15 per 
cent of the taxes we pay goes to the 
support of state governments. This 
does not seem to be a large figure, 
but actually, as you and I know, the 
cost of state government has in- 
creased two-fold and even three-fold 
in the past ten or fifteen years. In 
this field also, I believe that substan- 
tial reductions can be made. While 
the president rightiy has no author- 
ity over state budgets, he has the 
same moral responsibility of national 
leadership for generally lowered ex- 
penses, and therefore for generally 
lowered taxes, 


It is in the field of the federal 
government that the office of presi- 
dent ean, of course, make itself most 
directly and definitely felt. Over 30 

er cent of your tax dollar goes to 
Vashington, and in this field also, 
immediate reforms can be accomplish- 
ed. There are, of course, items such 
as the interest on the jublie debt, 
which must be paid each year, and 
which can be reduced only through a 
reduction in the debt itself, by the 
creation of a surplus in the place 
of the present deficit in the national 
treasury. It is perhaps worth while 
that I should tell you that I spent 
nearly eight years in Washington 
during the Wilson administration ; 
that during those eight years I had 
a fair understanding of the problem 
of the national expenses, and that I 
knew at first hand of many of’ the 
details of actual administration of 
the different departments. 

Later in this campaign I propose 
to analyze the enormous increase in 
the growth of bureaucracy. We are 
not getting an adequate return for 
the money we are spending in Wash- 
ington, or to put it another way 
round, we are spending altogether 
too much money for government serv- 
ices which are neither practical nor 
necessary. In addition to this we are 
attempting too many functions and 
we need a simplification of what the 
federal government is giving to the 
people. 

I accuse the present administra- 
tion of being the greatest spending 
administration in peace-times in al 
our history—one which had _ piled 
bureau on bureau, commission on 
commission, and has failed to antici- 
pate the dire needs of reduced earning

HOOVER STILL PLANNING 


I read that the president is at 
work on a plan to consolidate and 
simplify the federal bureaucracy. 
Four long years ago, in the campaign 
of 1928 he as a candidate proposed 
to do this.

I leave 
you to draw your own inferences.

disarmament, that does not involve) 
the question of the tariff. I must | 
confine myself, however, at this time) 
to the subject as it is more or less) 
directly related to agriculture, re-| 
serving for some later date the con-.

mestic consumption, nevertheless we 
should press forward to increase in- 
dustrial production as the only means 
of maintaining prosperity and = em- 
ployment. The candidate insisted 
that, although we could not consume 
these things at home, there wos an 
unlimited market for our rapidily in- 
creasing surplus in export trade, 
and boldly asserted that on this 
theory we were on the verge of the 
greatest commercial expansion in 
history. 

In his Boston speech in 1928, thej 
distingushed gentleman to whom refs] 
erence haa been made, said: “To 
insure continuous employment ‘and 
maintain our wages, we must find 
a profitable market for our surpius. 
The Great War breught into bold 
relief the utter dependence of nations 
upon our foreign trade—our total 
volume of exports translates itself. 
into employment for 2,400,000 fami-! 
lies, while its inerease in the last 
seven years has interpreted itself 
into livelihood for 500,000 additional | 
families in the United States.” 

Confronted by the difficult ques- 
tion as to how foreign nations would 
pay their debts to us, and pay also 
for the increasing surplus he pro- 
posed to sell to them, when by al- 
most prohibitive tariffs he would in- 
terfere with world commerce im) 
goods, he ventured the astounding 
suggestion that we should finance 
our exporis by loans to “backward 
and crippled countries,” and coupled 
with that the statement that igh | 
tariffs wou:d not interfere with. the 
repayment of such loans. 

Ostensibly for the purpose of en- 
acting legislation for tke relief of. 
agriculture, congress was, pursuant! 
to the insistence of Senator Borah, 
called in special semion.

notorious and indefinsible Grundy-

GRUNDY’S TARIFF 
‘BROKE FARM BACK, 


As to the much-heralded purpose 
of that special session for the ree 
lief of agriculture the result was a 
ghastly jest. The principal cash 
crops of our farms are _ produced 
much in excess of our domestic re- 
quirements. We know, of course, 
that no tariff on a surplus crop, no 
matter how high the wall, has the 
slightest effect to raise the domestic 
price of that crop. The producers 
of all these crops are as effectively 
thrust outside the protection of our 
tariff walls as if there were no 
tariff at all. But we still know 
that the tariff does protect’ the price 
of industrial products and raises 
them above world prices, as the 
farmer with increasing bitterness 
has come to realize that he sells o 
a free trade basis; he buys in a pro 
tected market. The higher industrial 
tariffs go the greater is the farmers 
burden. 


The first effect of the Grundy tar 
iff was to increase or sustain the 
cost of all that agriculture burs, but 
the harm to our whole farm popula 
tion did not stop there. 

Under recent world conditions, the 
Grundy tariff, by gradually impair 
ing the export markets for our farm 
surplus, has resulted in a tremen 
dous decrease in the price of all the 
farmer sells. The results of both o 
these forces have practically cut i 
half the pre-war purchasing powe 
of American agriculture. The things 
the farmer buys, as I pointed out it 
my Topeka speech, now cost 9 pe 
cent above pre-war prices. The things 
that the farmer sells are 43 4 
cent below pre-war prices. The fac 
is that the farmer is hit both wary: 
in consequence of the tariff. It } 
creases the price of what he buys 
and by restricting his foreign mar 
ket that controls the price of hi’ 
products, reduces his. returns fror 
what he sells. 7 

The destructive effect of thé 
Grundy tariff on export market 
has not been confined to agriculture 
It has ruined our export trade i 
industrial products as well. P 
dustry, with its foreign trade cn 
off, naturally began to look to th 
home market—a market supplied fo 
the greater part by farm families

BENTON, Miss., Sept. 29.—(?)— 
Former Senator John Sharp Williams 
was buried today in a quiet little 
graveyard on the ancestral plantation 
with ceremonies in marked contrast to 
his dramatic life in congress. :

Escorted by two 
sons, she followed the casket from the 
house to the cemetery, walking rigidly 
erect.
